The following is the text. of the Agreement 
between “Great Britain, and Siom on the re- 
gistration of Britiah subjects in Siam, which 
was signed on Novembsr 29, 1699, and is now

Majesty the King 
of Siam and of Her Majesty the Queon of the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain ond Ireland,

- Important. events are happening in very 
quick succession at the present moment in 
Ching, and it behoves that portion: of the com- 
mercial any who hava interests in that 
country tobe on ths alert lest. the politicians 
onée more ignore trading interests in favour of 
what they foolishly coneeiva to be higher 
motives. No doubt it would suit many of our 
politicians to declare ‘themsolves in‘ favour of 
the “open*door.” policy,: the :“sphere of in- 
terest.” policy, or, indeed, of any othor plan of 
settling the Chinese question which would have 
the appearanea of a political triumph. But the 
mercantils classes whould insist with all their 
strength on every possible offort first being msde 
to-secura the opening up. of China to free and 
unrestricted trado, It islikely, indeed, that in a 
very short time this whole Chinese question will 
ha putin the melting pot, and thongh we have 
no absolute diadain for political diplomatista, 
yet the result of their. past: action in West 
Africa and other parts ofthe Blobs compels us 
to think that the trading aspect of these “ grab- 
bing’ schemes. is often entirely left out ‘of 
slight: The report of the meoting of the Indo- 
China Steara Navigation Company ought to be 
carefully studied by the authorities at home, for 
the chatrman’s statement was one which should.
